Commencement speaker will be State Sen. Peyton McKnight. An 
independent oil producer, McKnight has served Senatorial District 2 . 
since 1973. 

McKnight is chairman of the Senate Subcommittee on Senate 
Nominations and serves on the State Affairs, Economic Development 
and Finance Committees. 

McKnight is a member of the Texas Energy and Natural Resources 
Advisory Council and was appointed to the Regulatory Practices 
Committee of the Interstate Oil Compact Commission in 1979. 

The Senator serves on the Board of Directors of Scott and White 
Memorial Hospital, the Sherwood and Brindley Foundation and the 
Board of the East Texas Hospital Foundation. He is a member of the 
Southern Legislative Conference of the Council of State Governments 
Committee on Energy. 

McKnight is a Mason, a Shriner, a member of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, the American Legion and the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars. 

The senator and his wife, Ann, are members of Christ Episcopal 
Church in Tyler. They have two daughters and two grandchildren. 

McKnight, who grew up in Alba and Quitman, flew combat 
missions, over Europe during World War II. 

After the war, he received a bachelor’s degree in history and 
government in 1947 from Texas A&M University. While attending the 
University of Texas School of Law in 1949, he was elected to the Texas 
House of Representatives. He did not seek.a second term. 


Registration to begin for summer session 


Dean of Admissions Kenneth Lewis expects 1,200 
to 1,500 students to enroll during the first session of 
summer school. He said the second session usually 
decreases to about 1,000 to 1,200. 

Registration for technology courses will be Friday, 
May 23. Classes will begin Monday, May 26. 

Registration for academic courses is Friday, May 
30, classes begin Monday, June 2. 

Classes are tentatively set to include basic courses 
in business, Bible, anatomy, chemistry, geology, 
English, math, economics, government and history. 

Lewis said summer classes would be in Jenkins 
Hall, Aleck Genecov Science and Arts Building and 
Pirtle Technology Center. Potter Hall and the Fine 
Arts Building will be closed for maintenance and 
repairs. 

In other summer plans, he said dormitories will be 
closed for repairs except for the two weeks of 
Apache Belle try-outs in July. Sledge Hall ac¬ 
comodates the women. 

Privately-owned Bateman Hall opens its first floor 
to 40 girls during the summer, says dorm director 
Martha Newman. She said the second floor will be 
opened if there is a need for it, but “not for just a 
few.” 

Women wishing to stay in Bateman should sign a 
registration card at the dorm and pay a deposit. The 
dorm will open Sunday, June 1. 

Library hours for the summer are 8 a.m.-4 p.m. 
Monday-Friday, says Ava Lea Gentry, administra¬ 
tive assistant. Technician George Wilson says the 
AVL rooms and dial access systems will be in service 
during library hours. Films, he said, will not be 
shown. Maintenance and repairs, Wilson says, are 
done during semester breaks. 

Instructor Dale E. Groom says he and four or five 
ornamental horticulture students will work on 
campus greenery this summer. Groom says they will 
irrigate, prune, mow, hedge and weed the campus. 

They are responsible for the flower beds in front 
of the brick sign on Fifth Street, outside Pirtle 
Technology Center and Vaughn Conservatory, in the 
Student Center patio and in front of the Teepee. 
They also tend interior plants in Vaughn Con¬ 


servatory, Pirtle Technology Center and the working 
greenhouse on Mahon Street. 

Groom says the college never offered horticulture 
seminars or short courses in the summer because 
that’s when gardeners vacation. He said the 
department will offer such courses when the need is 
evident. 

Dr. Dale “Geno” Robinson, Baptist Student 
Union director, will teach a Survey of the Old 
Testament course at the BSU, he says. The BSU will 
be open daily, but Robinson said most summer 
students go home after class, so no activities are 
scheduled.'A BSU group will go to Glorietta, N.M. 
August 8-17 for a national student conference, he 
says. 

Jim Strait, Campus Christian Center director, 
says Tri-C will have fellowship on Friday nights 
followed by a devotional. The family and marriage 
discussion group will meet Thursdays at 7:30 p.m. 

Strait also said he hopes to make improvements at 
Tri-C this summer with the help of Students. He says 
hopefully he won’t have to hire many professionals. 

Strait said work has already begun on painting 
murals on the wall of one of the back offices. The 
carpet will be shampooed also. 

Landscaping will be a large part of the work. That 
will include planting more flowers, widening a 
sidewalk, and surfacing an area for the new 
basketball goal, also to be installed this summer. 

The brick bar-b-que pit needs renovation, says 
Strait. An architect is working on redesigning it, and 
a bricklayer has volunteered his time to work on it. 
New flood lights are also part of the Tri-C facelift. 

Strait says he would like to add more terraces to 
the north side of the grounds. He would like to add 
more marble rocks and flowers. 

The facilities will be open whenever Strait is 
there. He said a group will probably take a trip to Six 
Flags. 

Wesley Foundation Director Harvey O. Becken- 
dorf says the Methodist Student Center will not be 
open this summer. 

The Continuing Education Department does not 
have its summer schedule out yet. Plans are usually 
made about a month ahead.

It wasn’t because you wanted, to hurt the child. 
You just got upset and the child got in your way. The 
next thing you knew you were taking your anguish 
out on the child. You are guilty of child abuse. 

Child abuse, whether intentional or unintentional 
is one of the worst problems America faces today. 
And Smith County is certainly no exception. 

The Tyler-Smith County Child Welfare Depart¬ 
ment has an average of 35 cases of child abuse 
reported each month and the average is growing 
more each day. In March of 1980, 30 child abuse 
cases were reported and as of April 22, 35 cases had 
already been turned in for the month, said child 
welfare supervisor Kelly Spratland. 

The Child Welfare Department breaks the topic of 
child abuse into two basic categories—abuse, or 
harm to the child by some direct act of the parent, 
and neglect, which is ignoring the child’s basic 
needs in life. 

Spratland said the two most frequently r eported 
types of abuse are physical abuse and sexual abuse. 
Other types are mental abuse, where the child is 


made to feel inferior; exposure, where the child is 
left to face the elements unprotected; and mal¬ 
nutrition, where the child is lacking proper food. 

Neglect covers an area from educational neglect in 
which the child is not sent to school to medical 
neglect, when the child is ill and receives no 
medication. 

Parental neglect and abuse are the major cause of 
run-aways in America, Spratland said. 

Spratland said in most cases the mother is the 
abuser because she is with the child more. Also the 
summer months are much more apt to see an 
increase in reports because the child is home from 
school. 

Spratland added that the main cause of child 
abuse is stress. If a situation is going wrong away 
from the home, the parent often takes it out on the 
child at home,. The main cause of child neglect is 
immature parents. When a couple marries and is not 
ready for children because they are still young 
themselves, they often don’t care for them properly. 

Not reporting a child abuse is only contributing to 
it, so if you know of an abused child or even have a 
strong suspicion, call the child abuse hotline at 
1-800-252-5400. 


During his term in the House, McKnight was responsible for a 
landmark bill establishing what is now the Texas Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retardation. This legislation resulted in 
vast improvements in state hospitals and special schools. 


He also supported prison reform legislation and helped enact the 
highway safety code. He supported proposals which resulted in 
telephone cooperatives, Jim Hogg State Park, the Gilmer-Aikin 
program for public schools and the East Texas Chest Hospital. 

While in the Senate, McKnight authored the bill that changed East 
Texas Chest Hospital to the University of Texas Health Science Center 
at Tyler. 

Now a lifetime member of the East Texas Peace Officers Association, 
he was appointed United States Marshal for the eastern district of 
Texas by President Eisenhower in 1953. At 28, he was the youngest 
marshal in U.S. history. 


McKnight served on the Texas A&M Board of Regents six years. He 
is also a former member of the State Democratic Executive Committee 
and was a member of the Sabine River Authority where he helped 
formulate the compact agreement with Louisiana dividing water 
resources of the Sabine River. 

McKnight was selected for membership in the All-American 
Wildcatters Association in 1973. 

The senator received an Honorary Doctor of Laws Degree from Texas 
Eastern University in 1979.

The Student Senate has adopted a new con¬ 
stitution which Student Activities Director Billy Jack 
Doggett believes will “correlate more closely’’ with 
the college handbook. 

Doggett says the new constitution is a result of 
“things that came out in the (senate officer) 
campaign’’ and is designed to “enhance at¬ 
tendance” at Senate meetings. 

New provisions incorporated from the student 
handbook are: 

(ARTICLE I, Section III, 2. H.)“Declare campus 
organizations inactive who fail to hold more than two 
(2) meetings in one semester, thus making that 
organization ineligible for Senate representation. 
Disciplinary action taken against an organization 
may deem it inactive.” 

(ARTICLE III, Section III, 1.) “If an organization 
is excluded from the campus for disciplinary 
reasons, they will be on probation for one (1) 
semester after which they will be permitted to apply 
for ‘on campus’ standing with permission of the 
Director of Student Activities.” • • = ... 

A change involving qualifications of “general 
student body, sophomore class officers and cheer¬ 
leaders” candidates is a requirement that they 
maintain a “C” average and submit a copy of their 
transcripts from the Registrar’s Office to the 
Director of Student Activities.

The old constitution specified neither grade 
average requirements, nor transcript requirement. 

Also, Article IV was changed to specify “the 
second and fourth Tuesday of each month for 
conducting regular business.’’.The old constitution 
read “at least twice a month.” 

Other changes involved only rewording and re¬ 
organization. 

Doggett said the constitution “hadn’t been 
changed in a long time” and the new document is a 
combination of the work of Senate President Wally 
Brewster, Doggett, and Assistant Student Activities 
Director Emma Lou Prater. 

The meeting was preceded by a meal catered by 
Campus Cafeteria Director Rick Hotman. Tyler 
Businessman Robert Fry, representing Stewart Blo¬ 
od Bank, spoke during the meal, encouraging the 
representatives to donate to the Senate sponsored 
May 23-24 Blood Drive. 

Brewster introduced officers for next year and 
President-elect Jeff Stephens spoke briefly to en¬ 
courage represehtatives to participate in' Senate 
activities. 

Doggett made presentations of certificates of 
appreciation for “special service” to Senate 
President Brewster, Vice President Kemp Kasling, 
and Secretary, Tammy Collier.

Students strongly believe President Jimmy Carter and 
Ronald Reagan will win their parties’ nominations and 
chose Carter over Reagan for the presidency by one vote 
according to the TJC News’ spring presidential survey. 

The independant survey was composed of 100 students 
(47 males and 53 females) in four government classes. This 
survey was taken the first two weeks of April. 

Carter and Reagan both were picked to win their party 
nominations with Carter receiving 96 percent for the 
Democratic nominee and Reagan receiving 97 percent for 
the Republican. 

In the fall survey Reagan was picked over John Conrially 
to win the Republican nomination but President Carter ran 
second behind Sen. Edward Kennedy. 

This survey asked students who they believed would win 
the parties’ nominations, not who they wanted to win. 

Asked in the spring survey to pick-their favorite 
candidate in a wide open field, students gave the president 
36 percent of the vote compared to Reagan’s 35 percent. 
This is a dramatic turn around for the president, who got 
only 11 percent of the fall vote and a fourth place finish. 

Reagan more than doubled his 15 percent total in the fall 
when he finished third. 

In other candidates’ standings, John Anderson finished 
a suprising third in the spring survey with 8 percent of the 
vote. 

In fourth place was the slumping Sen. Kennedy with 7 
percent. 


Kennedy, who won the fall presidential poll with 27 
percent of the vote dropped 20 percentage points in a 
five-month span at TJC. 

A disappointing fifth this spring was George Bush with a 
mere 6 percent. 

The remaining 8 percent of the voters were undecided or 
said they didn’t care. 

President Carter’s supporters gave varied reasons for 
their choice, including his “maturity and honesty.” 

One male sophomore said, “He is one of the more 
mature candidates. He looks into a problem before making 
a decision.” 

A female sophomore said, “He knows what’s happening 
though many believe he’s not qualified or doing a good 
job. He also has more experience than the others.” 

Another male sophomore said, “Carter’s an honest 
man, not quite forceful enough. He’s slightly too hesitant 
in making decisions. He has to initially learn how to work 
with the established forces of the federal government in 
Washington, D.C.” 

Reagan, who finished with a very close second, was 
praised by voters for his conservatism and leadership. 

One male sophomore said, “He is conservative with 
America’s best interest at heart.” 

And & female sophomore said, “Conservative, strong 
positive personality. He will take steps on correcting 
certain stituations (Afghanistan, hostages). He has the 
courage needed to get things done.” 

Another male sophomore said, “I liked the man in the 


last election. Hard nosed and straight forward.” 

Anderson, who didn’t receive any votes in the fall 
survey captured third place this spring by appealing to 
liberals. 

A male freshman said, “He has introduced himself as a 
liberal Republican and has also presented ideas which 
could solve most of the problems our country is facing.” 

Kennedy's support—which fell 20 percentage points 
from the fall survey—also came from liberals. 

One male sophomore said, “He has many years of 
experience in Congress coupled with extremely intelligent 
ideas about how to handle our current plague of foreign 
and domestic problems. I also like his health care 
program.” 

Bush received support on his foreign policies and his 
experience in government. 

A male freshman said, “He has good foreign policies.” 

Another question was to determine Carter’s per¬ 
formance in office on a scale of 1-10—one being the lowest 
and ten being the highest. Carter received a rating of 
5—identical to his rating in the fall. 

Party ties, according to the survey, seem to favor the 
Democrats. The Democrats got 38 percent of student 
votes. The second most popular choice was no party 
affliation with 36 percent of the vote. In third place were 
the Republicans with 18 percent and in fourth were those 
calling themselves independents with 8 percent. 

The poll also discovered that nearly one-fourth of the 
students surveyed were not registered voters.

The end of any school year is a time for students to reflect 
on their accomplishments and failures and access future 
opportunities. This is especially true for those who will graduate 
this spring. • 

As early as grade school, students seemed to have slipped 
right into positions (cliques) which they were able to maintain 
throughout high school years. 

But at college each student stands on his own. Among 
strangers who don’t know his high school position, whatever he 

chooses to become is strictly his prerogative. Students not only 
must rely on their own merit, but now, finally, are allowed to 
rely on it. 

College level education allows for a new sense of respect 
among students. Each is here because of a goal. The goals may 
be different, but respect stems from a shared search for 
knowledge and maturity. This factor stands each on common 
ground. 

Attending Tyler Junior College allows students opportunities 
for both success and failure they might not have at a four-year 
school. 

Because we have only two classes of students, competition for 
these opportunities is less than at a four-year school. These two 
years also allow time to be more certain of educational goals 
before investing a great deal of time and money. 

Obvious drawbacks of attending a community college may be 
that the very design of an institution that provides easy 
transition from high school to college is in itself a hindrance to 
education and maturity. 

In academic areas, TJC demands not much more than high 
school level work.

Another part of the education process should be leaving “the 
nest.” And a student living relatively close to home, still 
supported by parents, is not on his own. 

At any rate, the benefits of attending TJC outweigh the 
possible drawbacks. Graduates should, rather than reflect, look 
with an eye toward the future and find ways to put their TJC 
advantage to work for them.

Seger's 'Against the Wind' 


Album could be 80's best

the new album by Bob Seger, “Against the Wind.” 

Seger appears to have followed one smash album 
with an even better one. His last release, “Stranger 
in Town,” was one of the top albums of the last 
decade and is still selling a lot. But “Wind” is 
already ahead of “Stranger’s” sales after it had 
been out two months. 

The album perfectly displays Seger’s talent to 
give each song it’s own special identity and yet make 
the listener unable to decide on a favorite song. 
Every song on the album is my favorite. 

Seger’s first release off of “Wind Fire Lake”, has 
already exceeded the million mark in record sales 
and the amount is still building daily. “Fire Lake” 
has been in the top ten songs in the nation for over a 
month. 


The latest release off the album is the title cut. 
Like most of Seger’s hits it is a middle of the road 
ballad performed in a style only Seger has perfected. 

Other songs on the album that make it worth while 
are the fast paced “Betty Lou’s Gettin’ Out” and 
“Long Twin Silver Line” as well as the slow “She’s 
so Good to Me.” 

Seger has not performed a bad song on any of his 
last three albums and “Wind” is the best of those 
three. Unlike many stars who tend to lose it after 
they reach superstar status, Seger keeps getting 
better. 

“Against the Wind” could well be the best album 
of the 80’s. It is certainly a hard act for everyone else 
to follow the rest of the decade. But don’t take my 
word for it, go to your favorite record store and listen 
to part of the album. I guarantee that if you don’t 
like “Against the Wind,” then you don’t like rock 
and roll.

INSTRUCTOR DENNIS MAYFIELD 
...uncommon strings 


“One thing just leads to another.” That’s how 
biology lab instructor Dennis Mayfield explains his 
interest in folk arts and crafts. His latest interest is 

t 

the dulcimer he made. 

A dulcimer is a stringed muscial instrument 
native to the Appalachian mountain people. It has a 
frett board and sound box similar to a guitar. Some 
dulcimers are played with small hammers, May- 
field’s is the type strummed. He uses a turkey quill, 
small wooden slide and occasionally his fingers to 
play. 

Mayfield says dulcimers are made in varied 
shapes, but the most common is the hourglass. 
Other frequently chosen shapes are boats, tear¬ 
drops, or fish shapes but the shape is the maker’s 
choice. 

Dulcimers can be built with very little musical 
knowledge and from almost any wood, says 
Mayfield. He made his from mahogany. Old makers 
used solid wood, he says, and the better ones still 
do. 

The dulcimer is a simple and easy-to-play 
instrument, but it can sound very complex if ones 
knows what to do with it, says Mayfield. He has 
made only one dulcimer so far—from a pre¬ 
fabricated kit containing flat boards and instructions 
on how to cut and assemble the wood. But he hopes 
to build one from scratch some day. 

Mayfield, who plays, simple tunes on the 
dulcimer, says the foremost players and makers are 
found in Mountain View, Ark. A shop there sells 
dulcimers, kits and informative books including 
dulcimer history. Mayfield ordered his kit from 
Colorado. 

• The dulcimer has a district sound resembling that 
of a bagpipe. It is tuned to play one harmonious tune 
when strummed, so no sour, off-key notes are 
struck. The way it is tuned has much to do with the 
sound-, Mayfield says. 

Most dulcimers have three or four steel strings, 
two are played as one. Church dulcimers, named 
because they are usually played in church, have six 
strings. 

A courting dulcimer has two sets of strings on one 
body. The two players sit opposite each other and 
play. Mayfield says that the custom was that if 
young people were courting and the sound of two 
persons playing could be heard, that meant they did 
not need a chaperone.

Mayfield and his teacher/friend participated in H 
San Antonio’s Texas Folklife Festival in 1979. 
Seated on hay bales, they taught a free whittling 
school. They passed out knives and pieces of wood 
and taught their pupils hand control and how to 
make wooden flowers. - 

“It’s absolutely one of the most fun things in the 
world,” says Mayfield. “It’s the people. Maybe j| 
that’s why I like teaching.” 

“The festival had everything that makes Texas 
Texas,” says Mayfield. “Everything from every- | 
where” include people carving wood, making lye 
soap, spinning thread', weaving and dyeing cloth, 
baking bread and loading muzzles. 

Mayfield also taught shittling last year at a folk 
show and festival in Abilene. 

Mayfield carves about 12 flowers in an hour. They 
can be made from almost any wood he says. He 
leaves them unpainted and in their natural colors. 
Maple and willow produce light colors, walnut 
results in dark ones, and sumac is used for L( 
two-toned blooms. Finishing touches are brown sa 
floral wire and tape. fri 

Last year Mayfield sold his sculptures through La 
Primavera’s art mart. He has notpublically exhibited # 
his flowers in Tyler except for art mart sales. When ^ 
rain forced last year’s sale into the Teepee, Mayfield % 
sat with his exhibit and whittled more flowers. 

Mayfield’s folk craftsmanship enables him to 
make his own carving knives for flower-making. pl< 
Blacksmithing and handle carving are among his orj 
skills. His knives have a personal touch—each is 
named for a person Mayfield has met. Some of the pa 
inspirations live in Canada and Spain as well as wi 
America. ’ \ lot 

Black powder sports are another hobby for 
Mayfield. He has made two rifles and two pistols bu 
from kits, as well as a powder horn, leather pouch ,\y{ 
and bullet bag. ' w < 

“There is a special quality about making things or 

yourself,” says Mayfield. “You have respect for it 
and you get attached.” cc

Kniffen found the going a little tough in the semis as 
Renaud proved why she is the Texas Eastern Athletic Conference 
champion by downing the Tylerite. 

Fall had little difficulty in the semifinals with a 6-1, 6-2 win over Nora 
Moreno of Navarro, thus setting up the rematch of the conference title 
match with Renaud. 

Renaud and Fall had met twice before this season with Renaud 
coming out on top each time.

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All-time TJC high scorer to go to UT

Virdell Howland called an end 
to his playing days at TJC with a 
promise of great things in the 
future. Howland signed a letter of 
intent to attend the University of 
Texas at Austin for the next two 
years on an athletic scholarship. 

Howland led the Apaches in 
1979-80 with an average of almost 
18 points a game as well as 
hauling down nine rebounds per 
contest. Howland was one of the 
most instrumental factors in the 
Apaches 32-7 record and third 
place finish in the National Junior 
College Athletic Association 
Tournament this year. 

Born November 22, 1959, 

Howland lived the first five years 
. of his life in Palestine before his 
family moved to Tyler. He says he 
played basketball in elementary 
school, but really started working 
hard at it in the eighth grade 
when his coach told him he could 
pay his way through college with 
basketball. 

Howland attended Robert E. 
Lee High School and was a starter 
for coach Ned Fowler for three 
years. During that time he helped 
guide the team to an overall 
record 93-12. While at Lee, 
Howland set the all-time school 
record for scoring and rebounding 
in a career. 

After high school, he received 
numerous scholarship offers from 
colleges and universities but de¬ 
cided on TJC when his high 
school coach, Fowler, accepted a 
post here. The duo created the 
same kind of winning atmosphere 
here as they did in high school. 
Howland and Fowler were 52-18 
for two years at TJC and 145-30 
for the five years they were 
together. 

Howland is majoring in physi¬ 
cal education and would like to 
someday be a coach, that is, if he 
does not play basketball pro¬ 
fessionally. “If I were offered a 
pro contract, that would be 
great,” said Howland, “but I 
want to coach also.” 

Howland said his favorite pro 
team is the Seattle Supersonics, 
and if he had his choice, he would 
like to play for them. 

Howland said his most mem¬ 
orable moment in a basketball 
game came his junior year of high 
school when he made a shot at the 
buzzer to give Lee a 53-52 win 
over Marshall and the district 
14-AAAA championship. He re¬ 
calls his greatest achievement in 
two ways, being named the Most 
Valuable Player in the Kansas 
Classic this year and being part of 
the Apache team that went to the 
national tournament. , 

As for devoting so much time to 
a sport, Howland said it is some¬ 
thing he loves and he really 
doesn’t consider it work as much 
as fun. Howland believes a per¬ 
son should do something he is 
happy with and it is rare a person 
can make a career out of some¬ 
thing he loves so much. 

Howland said that leaving 
Tyler would be difficult at first, 


but then so was leaving high 
school. “TJC has made me more 
mature and built up my con¬ 
fidence but I’m ready to explore 
and check Austin out.” 

He said leaving coach Fowler 


would be difficult. He attributes 
much of his success to the TJC 
head basketball coach.’ 

Asked to sum up his basketball 
career in one word, Howland re¬ 
plied, “Wonderful.”
